H ITLER’S speech on January 
30, should be an object les¬ 
son to the world— and most 
certainly, of all places, to Ameri¬ 
ca. 

The sickening spectacle of the 
whole world holding its breath 
while a dictator speaks, should— 
if nothing else could do so— 
solidify thinking sentiment in 
America against certralization of 
power; against one man govern¬ 
ment; against any influence in 
our affairs that would deny the 
supremacy of the citizen. 

All too long we in the United 
States have taken our civil lio- 
erties too much for granted, and 
as a matter of course. Here our 
presidents and our governors are 
our servants whom we may make 
or break at will. In Germany and 
other authoritarian states the dic¬ 
tator is absolute. The citizen has 
no voice nor no choice. There are 
no citizens, but subjects, and the 
subject has no rights nor privi¬ 
leges except such as are granted 
by the state. Even the right to 
life, itself, is held by the dicta¬ 
tor, for he may make war or 
peace according to his own sweet 
will. And even if the subject is

And that 
includes free speech, free press, 
free assembly, free thinking, free¬ 
dom in religion, self determina¬ 
tion.

That, 
in a nutshell, is the rock upon 
which the American philosophy 
of government is built. And if we 
sit tight, do not rock the boat, It 
will endure. 

It should endure because it has 
proven the best government in 
the world— notwithstanding we 
have blockheads in our midst who 
seek to change it. And it has 
produced a measure of happines3 
and prosperity unknown to any 
other people. If the thinking peo¬ 
ples and nations of the world 
would completely ostracise the 
sabre-rattler and moronic egotist 
of Berlin— make him an outlaw 
among nations — his possibilities 
for evil would soon be liquidated. 
If the world continues to re¬ 
gard him seriously and to tem¬ 
porize with him, the day of reck¬ 
oning cannot long be delayed. 

And it does seem that when 
one man can menace the peace 
and safety of the whole world, 
that fact alone should be suffi¬ 
cient to call a halt on the spread 
of dictatorships to other lands.

This analysis of the depart¬ 
ment’s case load dispels the wide¬ 
spread belief that local costs of 
relief have been tremendously in¬ 
creased by the so-called “emi¬ 
gres” from the U3t Bowl, al¬ 
though such has been the case 
in many of the "Valley’’ coun¬ 
ties. The number of aliens on re¬ 
lief rolls and why they are there. 

Aliens for whom the state law 
requires equal consider ition with 
citizens in the "general relief” 
group also comprise a much 
smaller percentage of the depart¬ 
ment's responsibility than is gen¬ 
erally believed. Less than 5 per 
cent of the department's case 
load and relief disbursement goes 
to aliens. Also the average alien 
has lived in the county and state 
for several years. Of the total 
case load. 2.7 percent are Mexi¬ 
can aliens. It is seldom realized 
that the great majority of the 
“Mexicans on relief” have been 
citizens of this state and nation 
for several generations. 

By segregating the various 
forms of aid or relief it will be 
seen what proportion of the total 
cost is borne by the local taxpay¬ 
er, the federal and state govern¬ 
ments. 

Current monthly disbursement 
for aged aid is $1,630,000. paid 
for as follows: County funds, 
$254,300; state funds, $656,900; 
federal funds, $718,800.

families enjoying higher income^ 
while those formerly living in 
slum dwellings have been obliged 
to move into quarters even worse 
than those in which they were 
formerly housed. He said there 
was an average of 3280 alien 
residents per month on the ro'ls 
of the department durinng the 
period between July 1.
